Alliance  with  Mystic 
Seaport  extended 

The  alliance  between  Mystic  Seaport, 
Connecticut’s  famed  seventy-four-year- 
old  Museum  of  America  and  the  Sea, 
and  NLS  and  its  network  of  cooperating 
libraries  has  been  extended  for  a  third 
year.  The  initiative,  which  began  in  Janu¬ 
ary  2002,  sought  to  advance  accessibility 
and  expand  outreach  for  museum  visitors 
who  are  blind,  visually  impaired,  or  dis¬ 
abled.  Among  the  key  elements  in  the  ini¬ 
tiative  is  the  free  library  pass  program 
available  to  NLS  patrons.  The  pass  enti¬ 
tles  two  adults  and  their  children  or 
grandchildren  under  eighteen  free  admis¬ 
sion  to  Mystic  Seaport  on  the  day  of  the 
week  specified  on  the  pass.  The  pass  is 
valid  year  round.  NLS  patrons  in  Con¬ 
necticut  should  contact  the  Library  for 
the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped, 
Rocky  Hill,  Connecticut;  and  patrons  in 
Massachusetts  should  contact  the  Braille 
and  Talking  Book  Library  in  Watertown, 
Massachusetts,  to  arrange  for  their  pass.

Braille  Book  Review 


Perkins  Panda  teaches 
literacy  skills 

Perkins  School  for  the  Blind  has  an¬ 
nounced  the  upcoming  launch  of  the 
Perkins  Panda  Early  Literacy  Pro¬ 
gram — a  unique  compilation  of  materi¬ 
als  that  teach  fundamental  early  literacy 
skills  to  children  who  are  blind  or  visu¬ 
ally  impaired  and  help  parents  to  be¬ 
come  involved  in  their  child’s  develop¬ 
ment. 

Perkins  Panda  is  the  central  character 
in  a  set  of  three  storybooks  in  uncon¬ 
tracted  braille  with  high-contrast  illus¬ 
trations  and  tactile  elements.  The  books 
are  complemented  by  activity  guides 
and  cassettes  featuring  songs  and  sto¬ 
ries  written  and  performed  by  children’s 
entertainer  Odds  Bodkins.  A  stuffed 
plush  panda — with  a  backpack  for  car¬ 
rying  program  materials,  including  a 
tape  player  if  desired — is  one  of  several 
available  options. 

The  program  has  been  designed  for 
children  from  birth  to  eight  years  of  age 
and  the  parents,  families,  and  profes¬ 
sionals  who  care  for  them;  it  is  also  in¬ 
tended  for  older  children  with  multiple 
disabilities  and  for  adults  with  visual  im¬ 
pairments  to  use  with  sighted  children. 

The  Perkins  Panda  Early  Literacy 
Program  is  expected  to  be  available 
in  late  April  2004.

Digital  coordinator 
named 

As  the  NLS  digital  talking  book  project 
enters  its  final  and  most  crucial  develop¬ 
ment  phase,  Jean  Moss  has  been  ap¬ 
pointed  digital  projects  coordinator.  Ms. 
Moss  will  help  ensure  a  smooth  transi¬ 
tion  from  the  existing  NLS  analog  cas¬ 
sette-based  production  and  distribution 
system  to  a  much  improved  system  based 
in  digital  technology.  She  will  work 
closely  with  the  director,  deputy  director, 
and  technical  and  managerial  staff  to  as¬ 
sist  in  the  implementation  of  this  major 
transition,  from  which  NLS’s  nearly 
700,000  program  users  will  begin  to 
benefit  with  the  introduction  of  digital 
talking  book  machines  and  media, 
planned  for  2008.

Ms.  Moss  will  monitor  plans  and  pro¬ 
jects  for  the  provision  of  digitally-based 
services  to  more  than  140  libraries  and 
their  patrons  in  the  nationwide  network 
and  for  the  acquisition,  production,  dis¬ 
tribution,  storage,  and  preservation  of 
digital  audio  materials  and  equipment. 
She  will  identify  potential  technical  and 
logistic  problems  in  cooperative  NLS  ac¬ 
tivities  and  devise  solutions.  Working 
closely  with  staff,  contractors,  patrons, 
and  affiliated  agencies,  she  will  track, 
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evaluate,  and  report  on  digital  projects, 
tasks,  schedules,  and  deadlines. 

J ean  Moss  has  been  directly  involved 
in  digital  planning  since  May  2003, 
when  she  was  detailed  from  her  post  as 
assistant  head  of  the  NLS  Production 
Control  Section.  In  her  production  role, 
she  assisted  in  planning,  coordinating, 
and  evaluating  the  annual  production  of 
more  than  2,500  braille  and  recorded 
book  and  magazine  titles.  Supervising  a 
staff  of  nine,  she  undertook  statistical 
and  contract  performance  analyses,  pre¬ 
pared  annual  budgets  of  $20  million, 
and  developed  business  and  manage¬ 
ment  plans. 

Ms.  Moss  came  to  NLS  well  prepared 
by  her  years  in  the  private  sector,  where 
she  worked  first  as  a  financial  planner 
and  investment  counselor  with  the  Pru¬ 
dential  Insurance  Company,  then  as  cir¬ 
culation  manager  with  Dow  Jones/Wall 
Street  Journal.  Supervising  a  staff  of 
sixty-five,  she  managed  payroll,  billing, 
fulfillment,  and  production  activities 
and  the  distribution  of  publications  in 
Virginia. 

A  graduate  of  Wellesley  College, 
where  she  studied  political  science  and 
mathematics,  Ms.  Moss  is  currently  pur¬ 
suing  an  MBA  at  the  University  of 
Maryland.

The  following  material  is  reprinted  from 
NLS  Flash ,  December  2004,  volume  1, 
issue  2,  a  newsletter  created  to  bring  cur¬ 
rent  information  on  NLS  progress  in  dig¬ 
ital  technology  to  patrons,  library  staff, 
and  other  interested  individuals. 

Flash  technology:  the 
perfect  fit  for  NLS 

What  has  been  dipped  in  cola,  put 
through  a  washing  machine,  dunked  in 
coffee,  trampled  by  a  skateboard,  run 
over  by  a  child’s  toy  car  and  given  to  a 
six-year-old  boy  to  destroy?  Answer:  a 
flash  cartridge — an  extremely  durable 
device. 

Five  cartridges  were  tested.  Five  sur¬ 
vived.  For  this  reason,  among  others, 

NLS  settled  on  flash  memory  as  the  new 
distribution  technology  for  its  digital 
talking  books  (DTB). 

Flash  memory — a  term  coined  for  the 
system’s  ability  to  rewrite  content  “in  a 
flash” — is  the  industry  standard  for 
handheld  devices  such  as  cell  phones, 
digital  cameras  and  palmtop  computers. 
It  combines  rewritability  and  portability 
with  ease  of  operation  and  decreasing 
costs-all  features  that  make  it  attractive 
to  both  the  users  of  DTBs  and  librarians. 

In  addition,  the  flash  cartridges  will  be 
about  the  size  of  a  credit  card,  or  ap¬ 
proximately  2  x  372  inches.  This  will  per¬ 
mit  NLS  to  label  book  titles  in  braille  as 
well  as  large  print.  “Flash  technology  will 
provide  readers  with  a  DTB  that  is  easy 
to  use,  portable,  and  virtually  indestruc¬ 
tible  with  the  high-quality  sound  one  ex¬ 
pects  from  a  digital  product.  It  will  allow 
users  the  reading  experience  of  their 
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choice,”  says  Frank  Kurt  Cylke,  the  di¬ 
rector  of  NLS. 

Flash  was  not  a  rash  decision.  NLS 
examined  the  range  of  other  memory 
storage  devices,  such  as  the  CD-ROM 
and  magnetic  drives.  Until  recently, 
flash  memory  was  priced  too  high.  But 
now  costs  are  reasonable.  “NLS  has 
been  tracking  this  technology  for  a 
number  of  years.  Now  it  is  clear  from 
the  continued  drop  in  prices  and  from 
projections  by  industry  analysts  that  it 
will  be  feasible  by  2008,”  says  Michael 
Moodie,  deputy  director  of  NLS. 

Consider  the  alternatives.  Why  flash 
cartridges  instead  of  the  more  familiar 
CD-ROM?  CDs  are  low-cost  and  can 
store  a  book;  however,  they  are  difficult 
to  handle  especially  for  people  with  lim¬ 
ited  dexterity.  The  discs  are  easily  dam¬ 
aged  and  must  be  inspected  each  time 
they  are  sent  out,  or  a  new  copy  pro¬ 
duced  for  each  circulation.  In  addition, 
CD  players  are  fragile  and  repairs  are 
expensive. 

A  magnetic  hard  drive  system  was 
also  considered.  This  medium  could 
store  as  many  as  300  book  titles  on  a 
single  machine.  However,  the  drives 
have  sensitive  electromechanical  parts 
that  damage  easily  and  are  expensive  to 
repair. 

Based  on  careful  evaluation  of  all 
available  options,  a  flash-memory-based 
system  was  adopted  for  implementation 
in  2008 

Technology  for  tomorrow.  It  was  neces¬ 
sary  for  NLS  to  update  the  current  sys¬ 
tem.  “The  current  analog  cassette  sys¬ 
tem  is  based  on  a  technology  that  is  dis¬ 
appearing.  In  the  future,  parts  for  play¬ 


ers  will  be  difficult  or  impossible  to  ob¬ 
tain,  and  the  cost  of  cassette  tape  is 
likely  to  increase  significantly.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  digital  technology  offers  many  fea¬ 
tures  that  will  benefit  talking-book 
users,”  says  Jean  M.  Moss,  NLS  digital 
projects  coordinator. 

“Flash  memory  is  more  durable,  eas¬ 
ier  to  handle,  and  simpler  to  use  than 
other  digital  media.  It  will  also  mean 
more  reliable  players  because  no  mov¬ 
ing  parts  are  required,”  says  Moss. 

Flash  technology  will  most  appeal  to 
patrons  because  of  its  ease  of  use.  “Pa¬ 
trons  will  like  the  fact  that  the  great  ma¬ 
jority  of  books  will  each  be  on  a  single 
flash  cartridge,  so  there  will  be  fewer 
objects  to  keep  track  of,”  says  Moodie. 
“An  entire  cartridge  can  be  played  from 
beginning  to  end  without  having  to 
change  any  switches  or  turn  the  car¬ 
tridge  over.  And  the  player  will  always 
keep  track  of  where  the  reader  left  off.” 

“Because  flash  memory  cartridges 
can  have  new  books  quickly  copied  onto 
them  and  can  be  reused  thousands  of 
times,  new  distribution  models  are  pos¬ 
sible.  For  example,  some  books  do  not 
circulate  very  often  but  are  still  impor¬ 
tant  to  have  in  the  program.  Rather 
than  having  such  books  taking  up  shelf 
space  in  libraries  across  the  country, 
copies  can  be  quickly  made  when 
needed,”  says  Moodie. 

“Flash  was  chosen  because  it  fits  so 
well  with  our  many  requirements  for  a 
talking-book  medium,”  says  Moodie.

The  download  of  web 
books  and  magazines 

Wouldn’t  it  be  nice  to  sample  a  digital 
talking  book  (DTB)  on  your  computer  be¬ 
fore  checking  it  out  to  read?  And  nicer 
still  to  download  the  entire  book  for  use 
right  away?  National  Library  Service  for 
the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped 
(NLS),  The  Library  of  Congress  thinks 
so.  For  this  reason,  NLS  is  exploring 
ways  to  make  resources  downloadable 
and  available  to  patrons. 

“We  plan  to  build  an  NLS  online  library 
of  digital  talking  books,”  says  Frank  Kurt 
Cylke,  NLS  director.  “Offering  down¬ 
loadable  audio  books  that  reflect  our  col¬ 
lection  will  enable  us  to  serve  our  patrons 
in  a  new  way.” 

NLS  first  began  providing  download¬ 
able  content  six  years  ago,  making  braille 
books  and  magazines  available  in  elec¬ 
tronic  form  through  Web-Braille.  “Braille 
files  are  smaller  than  audio  files  and  host¬ 
ing  them  was  a  feasible  option  for  our 
current  system,”  says  Judy  Dixon,  NLS 
consumer  relations  officer. 

Patrons  can  sign  up  for  free  access  to 
the  Web-Braille  files.  They  can  search  the 
NLS  online  catalog  or  scan  the  current  is¬ 
sue  of  Braille  Book  Review  for  links  to 
the  latest  titles.  Web-Braille  files  may  be 
read  online  or  downloaded  for  embossing 
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or  reading  with  a  refreshable  braille 
display. 

“We  were  able  to  use  an  existing  ar¬ 
chive  of  digital  braille  titles  to  create  the 
original  online  braille  library  for  NLS  pa¬ 
trons,”  says  Dixon.  “Since  then,  it’s  been 
a  real  team  effort.  We’ve  added  music 
scores  and  six  of  our  network  libraries 
have  contributed  hundreds  of  titles  to  the 
cause.” 

It’s  been  a  great  success.  Nearly  4,000 
patrons  use  Web-Braille  to  access  7,200 
book  titles  and  more  than  600  musical 
scores  that  range  from  popular  songs  to 
the  classical  masters.  Harpers ,  Rolling 
Stone ,  Martha  Stewart  Living  and  26 
other  magazines  are  available  for  down¬ 
load,  as  are  this  year’s  major  league  base¬ 
ball  schedules  and  four  other  sports 
schedules. 

Introducing  the  pilot  programs 

One  year  ago,  NLS  launched  a  web  mag¬ 
azine  pilot  with  three  audio  magazines: 

U.S.  News  and  World  Report ,  Smart 
Computing ,  and  selected  issues  of  People. 
Nearly  50  technically  adept  patrons  are 
testing  the  system. 

Patrons  may  select  magazines  by  title 
and  issue  date.  Then  they  may  download 
the  entire  magazine  or  just  select  articles. 
The  audio  magazine  files  are  compressed 
to  accelerate  the  download  process.  Read¬ 
ers  can  then  navigate  the  magazine  by  ar¬ 
ticle,  section,  and  in  some  cases,  by  sub¬ 
section.  The  magazines  can  be  read  right 
on  the  computer  or  transferred  to  a  com¬ 
mercially  available  player  that  is  capable 
of  playing  digital  talking  books.

Every  Monday,  an  NLS  producer  ac¬ 
quires  a  copy  of  U.S.  News  and  World 
Report.  It  is  narrated  and  produced  in 
DTB  format  on  Tuesday  and  posted  on 
the  site  by  Wednesday. 

In  December  2004,  NLS  joined  the  Un¬ 
abridged  project  for  a  one-year  pilot  to 
test  the  usability  of  downloadable  books. 
At  its  launch,  Unabridged  provided  a  col¬ 
lection  of  250  narrated  audio  books. 
However,  plans  are  to  have  400  by  the 
end  of  2005.  Blind  and  sighted  members 
of  NLS  staff  are  evaluating  the  use  and 
process  of  downloadable  digital  audio 
books,  to  better  understand  the  needs  and 
wants  of  patrons,  as  well  as  to  explore  the 
possibilities  related  to  content  protection 
and  distribution.  Participation  in  the  NLS 
portion  of  the  Unabridged  project  is,  at 
this  time,  available  exclusively  to  NLS 
staff. 

NLS  staff,  as  well  as  patrons  in  the 
states  participating  in  the  pilot  project, 
can  download  audio  books  to  PCs  using  a 
Windows  Media  Audio-based  content  and 
delivery  system  from  OverDrive,  Inc.,  a 
digital  content  solutions  provider  for  pub¬ 
lishers  and  retailers. 

Participating  network  libraries  include 
the  Mid-Illinois  Talking  Book  Center, 
Colorado  Talking  Book  Library,  Dela¬ 
ware  Library  for  the  Blind  and  Physically 
Handicapped,  Talking  Book  Program  of 
the  New  Hampshire  State  Library,  and  the 
Oregon  State  Library,  Talking  Book  and 
Braille  Services. 

NLS  is  also  pursuing  a  venture  with  the 
Online  Computer  Library  Center  (OCLC) 
to  test  their  NetLibrary  product  as  a 
means  of  accessing  downloadable  audio

books.  As  with  the  Unabridged  project, 
use  will  be  limited  to  NLS  staff. 

“The  NetLibrary  pilot  is  another  exam¬ 
ple  of  how  NLS  is  testing  web  delivery 
options  for  capacity  and  usability,”  says 
Neil  Bernstein,  an  NLS  information  tech¬ 
nology  specialist.  NetLibrary  currently 
houses  405  audio  book  titles — including 
78  language  sets. 

Up  next 

In  discussion  with  vendors  now,  NLS  is 
searching  for  a  partner  with  a  proven 
track  record  of  delivering  audio  books 
over  the  Internet.  “The  final  offering  will 
build  on  the  knowledge  gained  from 
Web-Braille,  web  magazines,  and  the 
other  internal  pilot  projects,”  says  Mi¬ 
chael  Moodie,  NLS  deputy  director. 

NLS  is  building  downloadable  offerings 
through  the  analog-to-digital  conversion 
project,  which  involves  converting  exist¬ 
ing  audio  cassette  books  to  digital  format, 
as  well  as  producing  new  titles. 

When  ready,  the  NLS  download  system 
will  provide  a  large  and  diverse  collection 
of  titles  that  will  allow  a  cross-section  of 
users  access  to  downloadable  digital 
books.  NLS  plans  include  a  digital  collec¬ 
tion  of  20,000  book  titles  and  a  wide  se¬ 
lection  of  magazines  by  2008. 

“NLS  recognizes  the  importance  of 
quality  technical  support  and  is  commit¬ 
ted  to  providing  it,”  says  Jean  M.  Moss, 
NLS  digital  projects  coordinator.  “Now 
that  the  plan  for  downloadable  audio 
books  and  magazines  is  in  motion,  we  are 
pursuing  an  aggressive  schedule  to  test 
and  develop  the  best  online  products  for 
our  patrons.”

A  new  generation  of 
talking-book  machines 

Have  you  ever  asked  yourself  why  you 
must  push  a  button  marked  “end”  to  turn 
on  your  cell  phone?  Or  why  a  TV  remote 
might  have  a  control  called  “bypass”  that 
appears  to  do  exactly  nothing? 

The  answer  to  these  questions  is  dis¬ 
armingly  simple:  often  technology  is  de¬ 
signed  by  engineers  for  engineers.  They 
sometimes  do  not  consider  the  rest  of  us. 

The  National  Library  Service  for  the 
Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped  (NLS) 
understands  this. 

For  the  next  generation  of  talking-book 
machines,  NLS  is  emphasizing  the  usabil¬ 
ity  of  new  technologies.  “The  digital  talk¬ 
ing-book  player  must  be  intuitive  and 
easy  to  use  by  all  patrons  regardless  of 
age,  experience,  and  physical  ability,” 
says  Frank  Kurt  Cylke,  the  director  of 
NLS.  The  new  device  must  also  be  easily 
maintained  and  repaired. 

With  these  criteria  in  mind,  NLS  has  se¬ 
lected  the  technical  and  design  services  of 
Battelle,  a  leading  technology  innovation 
firm,  and  a  team  of  experts  to  develop  the 
digital  talking  books  (DTBs)  and  audio 
playback  machines.  A  contract  was 
signed  on  February  23,  2005. 

Serving  as  subcontractors  on  the  project 
are  HumanWare,  formerly  VisuAide,  a 
leader  in  digital  talking-book  technology; 
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the  National  Federation  of  the  Blind,  the 
largest  organization  of  blind  persons  in 
the  United  States,  with  more  than  50,000 
members;  and  Trace  Research  and 
Development  Center  at  the  University  of 
Wisconsin-Madison,  which  makes 
information  technology  and 
telecommunications  systems  accessible 
by  people  with  disabilities. 

The  completed  system  will  include  the 
digital  talking-book  machine  (DTBM) 
and  the  flash  memory  cartridge  that  holds 
the  talking  book,  as  well  as  labeling  and 
packaging.  It’s  a  tall  order!  The  machines 
must  be  lightweight  and  portable,  yet 
sturdy  enough  to  survive  postal  delivery 
and  years  of  heavy  use. 

Usability  will  be  critical.  “The  player 
and  cartridge  together  form  the  system 
with  which  users  will  read  their  talking 
books.  That  system  will  define  the 
reading  experience  for  future  users,  so  it’s 
critical  that  it  be  designed  correctly,”  says 
Michael  Moodie,  deputy  director  of  NLS. 
“If  the  job  is  done  right,  a  user’s  focus 
will  be  on  the  book  or  magazine  he  or  she 
is  reading,  and  not  on  the  player  or  the 
cartridge.” 

NLS  patrons  will  reap  the  benefits  of 
this  design.  By  considering  the  purpose 
of  the  product  up  front  and  the  ways  in 
which  patrons  will  put  it  to  use,  the  final 
DTBM  should  function  in  a  manner  that 
all  will  find  satisfying. 

More  than  60  percent  of  NLS  patrons 
are  over  the  age  of  60,  more  than  1,000 
are  over  1 00  years  of  age,  and  many  are 
newly  blind.  Most  read  books  in  a  linear 
fashion  and  have  limited  need  for  a 
sophisticated  navigation  system.  In  fact, 
this  group  would  find  a  complex  player 
frustrating  and  thus  prefer  a  more  basic 


player.  Blind  children  and  younger  adults 
also  use  talking  books  and  may  wish 
DTBMs  to  have  more  capabilities — such 
as  advanced  navigation  features.  A  user 
interface  designed  solely  for  one  of  these 
groups  will  not  meet  the  wants  and  needs 
of  all  patrons. 

“The  DTBM  will  be  designed  with  the 
blind  and  physically  handicapped  user  in 
mind.  Unlike  audio  players  aimed  at  the 
general  consumer,  it  will  employ  tactile 
features,  color  differences,  and  large-print 
labels  to  inform  users  with  various  levels 
of  vision  about  its  functions,”  says  Cylke. 

The  user  interface — the  way  a  person 
interacts  with  a  machine  or  a 
device— must  be  comfortable  for  people 
who  are  blind  and/or  physically 
handicapped. 

Controls  will  be  spaced  so  that  it  is  easy 
to  distinguish  one  from  another.  Because 
many  talking-book  readers  like  to  read  at 
higher-than-normal  speeds,  the  DTBM 
will  include  a  variable  speed  control.  It 
will  also  include  controls  that  allow  users 
to  quickly  skip  from  chapter  to  chapter. 

Usability  studies  will  be  conducted  to 
ensure  that  patrons  are  able  to  easily  and 
successfully  run  the  player,  that  librarians 
are  able  to  clearly  explain  the  operation  of 
the  device,  and  that  repair  personnel  are 
able  to  support  and  service  the  player. 

Quality  control 

The  playback  machine  must  meet  a  tough 
set  of  standards.  It  will  employ  current 
and  new  technologies  and  will  comply 
with  safety  regulations.  And  most 
important,  it  will  be  a  creative  and 
imaginative  product  that  wins  the  support 
of  patrons. 
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Over  the  lifetime  of  the  design,  nearly 
one  million  copies  of  the  player  will  be 
distributed.  The  design  will  need  to  be 
economically  mass-produced. 

Since  the  player  will  deliver  spoken 
audio  to  readers,  patrons  need  a  machine 
with  high-quality  sound. 

The  machine  design  will  consider 
support  issues  such  as  guiding  patrons, 
librarians,  and  repair  personnel. 

Battelle  and  their  associates 
HumanWare,  the  National  Federation  of 
the  Blind,  and  the  Trace  Center  will 
create  training  materials  for  the  users  of 
the  playback  device,  including 
instructions  for  use  in  large  print  and 
braille  that  will  be  shipped  with  the 
player. 

“NLS  plans  to  facilitate  training  of 
librarians  in  the  use  of  DTBMs  through 
hands-on  demonstrations,  the  provision 
of  written  directions,  and  instructional 
videos,”  says  Judith  Dixon,  NLS 
consumer  relations  officer. 

By  2008,  NLS  plans  to  have  60,000 
playback  units  and  20,000  digital 
talking-book  titles  ready  for  use.

NLS  has  pulled  together  a  team  of 
developers  and  experts  in  the  fields  of 
technology  and  disability  to  ensure  that 
the  new  digital  talking-book  machine 
(DTBM)  will  be  just  what  patrons  want. 
Not  only  will  it  be  smartly  designed,  but 
the  DTBM  will  be  examined  and  tested  at 
every  turn  for  compatibility  with  blind 
and  physically  handicapped  users.  Here  is 
the  team  that  will  make  it  happen.

Talking  tactile  atlas.  The  National 
Geographic  Talking  Tactile  Atlas  of  the 
|  World  has  just  become  available  from 
Touch  Graphics,  Inc.  The  atlas,  which 
includes  43  raised-line  and  printed  map 
sheets,  was  developed  through  a  grant 
from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education 
and  was  created  in  collaboration  with 
National  Geographic  Maps.  Users  can 
place  one  of  the  maps  onto  a  Talking 
Tactile  Tablet  (TTT),  a  new,  reasonably 
priced  touch-sensitive  “viewer”  for  tactile 
graphics  that  connects  to  a  computer’s 
USB  port.  When  the  user  presses  on 
various  cities,  countries,  landmarks,  and 
bodies  of  water  on  the  map,  a  recorded 
human  voice  speaks  the  name  of  the  place 
that  was  touched.  Other  functions  include 
an  alphabetical  index  to  find  any  named 
location  that  appears  on  one  of  the  map 
sheets;  a  distance  calculator  to  determine 
how  far  it  is  between  any  pair  of  places;

The  digital  transition:  a 
progress  report 

The  National  Library  Service  for  the 
Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped  (NLS), 
Library  of  Congress,  is  making  signifi¬ 
cant  progress  with  the  audio-to-digital 
conversion  project.  Early  sketches  and 
models  of  the  player  and  flash  cartridge 
have  been  developed;  many  electronic 
components  have  been  investigated  and 
identified;  a  quality-assurance  plan  to 
guide  the  development  of  the  player’s 
software  has  been  created;  and  more  than 
four  thousand  books  have  been  digitized. 

It  has  not  been  easy.  “In  this  transition, 
much  of  the  talking-book  program  is 
changing,  which  means  that  many  com¬ 
plex  projects  are  under  way  simulta¬ 
neously,”  says  Frank  Kurt  Cylke,  NLS 
director.  “Designing  players,  developing 
digital  talking-book  cartridges,  and  build¬ 
ing  evaluation  tools  are  each  huge  tasks, 
involving  complicated  processes.” 

To  keep  the  project  moving  forward, 
NLS  has  hired  a  variety  of  outside  con¬ 
tractors.  Battelle  and  HumanWare  are 
designing  the  best  exterior  shell  for  the 
player,  a  critical  decision  that  affects  the 
layout  of  controls.  Two  other  contractors, 
the  Trace  Center  and  the  National  Federa¬ 
tion  of  the  Blind,  are  set  to  run  a  second 
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round  of  usability  tests  on  the  controls 
this  month.  David  Andrews  of  the  Minne¬ 
sota  State  Services  for  the  Blind  has  pro¬ 
vided  a  consumer  perspective  to  the 
project.  “Design  engineers  are  tackling 
tough  issues  such  as  storing  the  power 
cord,  housing  the  speaker  for  maximum 
audio  quality,  integrating  the  handle,  and 
inserting  and  removing  cartridges,”  states 
Michael  Moodie,  NLS  deputy  director. 

Another  contractor,  ManTech,  has  cre¬ 
ated  a  comparative  analysis  of  the  costs 
for  distribution  models  for  digital  talking 
books,  especially  mass  duplication  and  a 
hybrid  version.  ManTech  also  created  a 
decision-making  matrix  that  will  help 
NLS  staff  select  the  right  distribution 
system  using  four  overarching  criteria: 
impact  on  patrons,  cost,  complexity  of 
implementation,  and  risk  or  vulnerability. 

Protecting  content 

The  Chafee  Amendment  relaxes  copy¬ 
right  infringement  laws  for  not-for-profit 
organizations  who  reproduce  and  distrib¬ 
ute  books  for  blind  and  physically  handi¬ 
capped  readers,  as  long  as  special  formats 
are  used.  For  the  current  project,  this  re¬ 
quired  protection  is  called  digital  rights 
management  (DRM). 

According  to  Neil  Bernstein,  NLS  re¬ 
search  and  development  officer,  “DRM 
utilizes  encryption  to  allow  access  to  digi¬ 
tal  book  files  by  eligible  readers  only.  In 
our  system,  all  NLS  patrons  get  the  keys 
to  unlock  the  book.  The  general  public 
will  not  be  able  to  read  it.” 

NLS  is  developing  an  improved  DRM 
system  that  is  compatible  with  interna¬ 
tional  systems.  The  standard,  when  uni¬ 
versally  accepted,  will  dramatically 
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streamline  international  interlibrary  loan 
procedures.  | 

Development  of  the  DRM  is  an  interna¬ 
tional  effort  involving  the  world’s  top  ex¬ 
perts  on  digital  talking  books.  “Many  of 
these  people  were  instrumental  in  creating 
the  original  standards  for  digital  talking 
books,”  Bernstein  notes.  Bernstein  works 
with  software  engineers,  hardware  and 
software  manufacturers,  and  consultants. 

A  DRM  expert  is  providing  design  and 
technical  consultation.  The  committee  has 
solicited  feedback  and  recommendations 
from  consumer  groups  and  publishers. 
Specifications  will  be  completed  in 
December  2005  and  sent  to  Retrieval 
Systems,  an  NLS  contractor,  to  build  the 
latest  DRM  tool. 

Retrieval  Systems  has  already  designed 
three  tools  for  NLS.  These  include  the 
Quality  Assurance  Player,  a  PC-based 
player  that  allows  a  quality  assurance  ex¬ 
pert  to  review  a  book  and  verify  that  it 
will  play  and  navigate  properly;  NLS 
VAL,  a  software  tool  that  runs  dozens 
of  automated  tests  on  a  book  to  check  it 
against  specifications  and  report  prob¬ 
lems;  and  DTB  Prep,  which  compresses 
raw  audio  and  applies  an  earlier  form  of 
DRM  protection.  The  new  DRM  software 
will  be  more  flexible  and  have  a  stronger 
encryption  system  than  the  current  DTB 
Prep  tool. 

Book  production 

NLS  started  creating  digital  audio  files  in 
2002.  By  2004,  all  new  titles  were 
digitally  recorded  for  production  of  NLS 
cassette  books.  NLS  had  some  experience 
with  digital  audio,  but  it’s  been  a  learning 
process. 
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Talking  books  were  once  recorded  on 
open-reel  analog  tape  for  duplication  onto 
cassettes  for  circulation.  Now  master  cop¬ 
ies  are  recorded  as  audio  files  using  a  va¬ 
riety  of  digital  recording  systems.  These 
digital  files  are  then  marked  to  highlight 
navigation  points. 

Creating  solutions 

In  constructing  the  digital  talking  book, 
NLS  strives  to  ensure  that  the  capabilities 
of  ANSI/NISO  Z39. 86-2002,  the  national 
DTB  standard,  are  applied  in  a  useful 
manner.  This  is  not  a  simple  task.  Print 
books  are  simply  too  varied  in  the  way 
they  are  laid  out.  NLS  and  its  producers 
must  therefore  assess  each  book  and  de¬ 
cide  how  best  to  mark  it  for  ease  of  use 
by  the  reader.  A  novel  only  needs  to  have 
each  chapter  marked,  but  a  cookbook  will 
require  much  more  markup  to  allow  easy 
access  to  recipes  and  the  ability  to  step 
through  a  list  of  ingredients  one  by  one. 

Once  a  digital  talking  book  is  finished, 
a  software  check  is  conducted  to  con¬ 
firm  that  the  file  meets  the  standard 
requirements.

DTB  audio  player  refined 
in  second  round  of  user 
tests 

Practice  makes  perfect.  To  the  National 
Library  Service  for  the  Blind  and  Physi¬ 
cally  Handicapped  (NLS),  Library  of 
Congress,  this  makes  perfect  sense.  That 
is  why  meticulous,  ongoing  evaluation  is 
key  to  developing  the  digital  talking-book 
machine  (DTBM).  NLS  recently  completed 


the  second  in  a  series  of  eight  usability  tests 
on  the  latest  player  model,  an  essential  step 
toward  finalizing  requirements  and  design. 

Four  main  goals  guided  these  tests:  vali¬ 
dating  user-interface  design  and  defining 
priorities  for  basic  and  advanced  players; 
defining  patron  understanding  and  use  of 
primary  DTBM  features;  gathering  feed¬ 
back  on  player  design  and  specific  physi¬ 
cal  features;  and  lastly,  improving  the 
design  and  development  of  the  models  to 
be  tested  in  round  three. 

“With  each  round  of  testing,  NLS  gains 
a  deeper  understanding  of  user  and  librar¬ 
ian  needs,  which  helps  us  further  refine 
player  capabilities  and  design,”  says 
Frank  Kurt  Cylke,  NLS  director.  “Patron 
and  librarian  feedback  is  essential  to 
building  the  best  machine  possible.” 

Sixty-nine  current  and  potential  pa¬ 
trons — with  varied  visual,  physical,  and 
cognitive  impairments — participated  in 
the  study.  Users  ranged  from  children  to 
seniors  and  were  grouped  by  gender,  age, 
and  skill.  Testing  was  facilitated  by  the 
National  Federation  of  the  Blind  (NFB) 
in  Baltimore  and  Cleveland  and  by  the 
Trace  Research  and  Development  Center 
of  the  University  of  Wisconsin  at  Madi¬ 
son.  Interviews  with  library  staff  also 
yielded  valuable  insight  into  the  system’s 
functionality. 

“This  series  of  usability  tests  was  in¬ 
tended  to  see  if  engineers  are  getting  the 
design  right  from  the  perspective  of  li¬ 
brarians  and  patrons,”  notes  Michael 
Moodie,  NLS  deputy  director.  “From  the 
results  of  these  tests,  we  will  be  able  to 
validate  and  refine  some  requirements 
and  turn  them  into  specifications  for  the 
machine.” 


Braille  Book  Review 


For  the  first  time,  users  conducted  oper¬ 
ational  tasks  on  models  of  digital  talking- 
book  cartridges  and  players.  The  models 
incorporated  ideas  from  initial  user  tests. 
While  constructed  of  a  special  modeling 
foam,  these  models  had  functional  but¬ 
tons  that  were  connected  to  actual  digital 
talking-book  recordings  to  simulate  read¬ 
ing. 

Operational  tasks  conducted  on  the 
player  reflected  typical  usage  scenarios. 
Testers  examined  the  accessibility  of  ba¬ 
sic  functions,  including  primary  and  sec¬ 
ondary  controls  and  player  features.  All 
features  needed  to  be  obvious  to  patrons 
with  varied  capabilities  and  player 
experience. 

The  users  appraised  the  shape,  place¬ 
ment,  tactile  appeal,  and  ease  of  use  of 
control  buttons  and  the  logic  and  clarity 
of  navigation  features.  They  assessed 
player  size  and  appearance,  cartridge  in¬ 
sertion,  power  cord  storage,  and  the  use 
of  the  retractable  handle  and  headphone 
jack. 

NLS’s  top  priority  is  producing  a  player 
that  is  both  easy  to  use  and  naviga¬ 
tion-friendly.  “You  can  put  in  all  the  bells 
and  whistles  in  the  world,  but  if  the  user 
doesn’t  understand  how  to  operate  the 
machine,  it’s  worthless,”  emphasizes  Mi¬ 
chael  Katzmann,  head  of  the  NLS  Engi¬ 
neering  Section.  “Player  features  must  be 
obvious  to  users.” 

Librarians  were  interested  primarily 
in  maintenance  issues  such  as  cleaning 
players,  re-labeling  cartridges,  stacking 
DTBMs  for  storage,  and  mailing-con¬ 
tainer  handling.  Librarians  also  desired  a 
method  for  patrons  to  notify  them  of  car¬ 
tridge  problems  on  return. 


Testing  does  not  stop  with  users.  Engi¬ 
neers  conduct  their  own  field  tests  to  en¬ 
sure  that  the  player  meets  NLS’s  high 
standards.  The  player  must  survive  tough 
endurance  exercises  and  still  be  func¬ 
tional.  It  must  withstand  a  series  of  drops 
on  all  sides  from  as  high  as  three  feet,  and 
resist  scratches,  spills,  vermin,  and  ex¬ 
treme  temperatures.  Additional  software- 
based  testing  evaluates  its  technical 
specifications. 

Patron  priorities 

According  to  Robert  Fistick,  acting  chief, 
Materials  Development  Division,  usabil¬ 
ity  testing  helps  NLS  pinpoint  patron  pri¬ 
orities  so  that  the  player  is  designed  to 
meet  their  top  needs.  The  findings  reveal 
that  patrons  continue  to  value  accessibil¬ 
ity,  usability,  portability,  and  that  easy 
maintenance  continues  to  be  the  highest 
priority  for  librarians  and  repair 
personnel. 

Users  suggested  improvements  to  audio 
instructions  housed  in  the  player.  They 
also  expressed  preferences  on  handle  po¬ 
sitioning,  cord  storage  compartment,  and 
the  cartridge  mailing  container. 

Moodie  stated  that  “All  of  these  find¬ 
ings  are  significant  because  they  will  be 
evaluated  and  incorporated  into  the  ongo¬ 
ing  design  and  development  process  for 
the  cartridge  and  player.” 

Based  on  the  findings,  engineers  will 
explore  several  recommendations  for  im¬ 
provement  including  changes  to  control 
layout,  behavior,  and  complexity;  car¬ 
tridge  insertion;  and  cord  storage 
methods. 
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Survival  of  the  fittest 

Creating  an  optimal  player  is  difficult. 
Engineers  must  negotiate  many  compet¬ 
ing  requirements  before  finalizing  the 
design. 

Conflicts  often  relate  to  portability  and 
accessibility.  For  example,  deciding  be¬ 
tween  long-running  batteries  and  portabil¬ 
ity  is  a  big  issue.  Higher  battery  capacity 
involves  increasing  the  size  and  weight  of 
the  player,  which  ultimately  inhibits  por¬ 
tability  and  increases  cost.  A  sleek  yet 
stackable  player  design  is  another  chal- 
i  lenge.  A  rounded  top  may  be  stylish  but  it 
|  is  impractical  for  storage  and  handling.  In 
this  case,  form  should  follow  function. 

NLS  strives  for  a  happy  medium  and 
makes  trade-offs  based  on  the  best  inter¬ 
ests  of  patrons  and  librarians.

Digital  project  contracts 
require  a  coordinator  to 
monitor  all  angles 

A  challenging  project  such  as  the  digital 
transition  undertaken  by  the  National  Li¬ 
brary  Service  for  the  Blind  and  Physically 
Handicapped  (NLS),  Library  of  Congress, 
requires  multiple  levels  of  expertise  in  or¬ 
der  to  succeed.  NLS  has  assembled  top 
talent  across  technical  specialties  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  its  own  digital  team.  With  the 
number  of  contractors  involved  in  a  pro¬ 
ject  of  this  magnitude,  NLS  relies  on  its 
digital  contracts  coordinator,  Alice  Baker, 
to  keep  the  lines  of  communication  open. 

“Building  a  digital  talking-book  system 
requires  specific  technical  and  engineer¬ 
ing  expertise.  For  that  reason,  we  have 
contracted  various  experts  in  the  field  of 
accessible  technology  to  assist  in  transi¬ 
tioning  to  a  digital  collection,”  says  Frank 
Kurt  Cylke,  NLS  director.  “It’s  important 
that  NLS  work  closely  with  contractors  to 
ensure  that  projects  proceed  on  schedule 
and  meet  goals.” 

Battelle,  a  leading  technology  innova¬ 
tion  firm,  has  been  contracted  to  manage 
the  design  and  development  of  the  digital 
talking-book  player  and  media.  Battelle 
has  subcontracted  with  HumanWare,  in¬ 
novators  in  digital  talking-book  technol- 
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ogy,  to  support  them  in  designing  the 
DTB  player’s  software  as  well  as  coordi¬ 
nating  usability  tests  associated  with  the 
digital  project.  Battelle  also  turned  to  the 
University  of  Wisconsin’s  Trace  Re¬ 
search  and  Development  Center  for  their 
expertise  in  accessibility  issues  specific  to 
physically  handicapped  people.  The  Na¬ 
tional  Federation  of  the  Blind  is  another 
subcontractor  involved  in  user  needs  and 
product  usability  testing.  Their  expertise 
in  the  field  of  assistive-technology 
product  development  has  proven  very 
useful  in  the  design  process. 

ManTech  Advanced  Systems  Inter¬ 
national,  another  member  of  the  NLS 
contractor  team,  has  focused  on  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  strategic  plans  related  to  dis¬ 
tributing  DTBs.  The  company  conducted 
a  distribution  system  study  examining  the 
best  means  of  circulating  digital  talking 
books.  The  study  concluded  that  a  hybrid 
system  of  mass  production  and  duplica¬ 
tion  on  demand  would  work  best 
gradually  implemented. 

To  complement  NLS’s  talented  engi¬ 
neering  department,  NLS  summoned  Dr. 
Donald  L.  Pieper  out  of  retirement.  As  the 
research  and  development  director  at  the 
global,  broad-based  healthcare  company 
Abbott  Laboratories,  Pieper  oversaw  the 
development  and  production  of  an  inno¬ 
vative  glucose  monitoring  system  known 
as  FreeStyle  and  FreeStyle  Flash.  Now 
NLS  is  relying  on  his  expertise  for  a  vari¬ 
ety  of  technical  issues,  including  how  to 
transition  the  DTB  player  from  design  to 
mass  production. 

While  each  contractor  and  subcontrac- 

•  • 

tor  works  on  separate  pieces  of  the  digital 
project,  their  work  is  of  equal  importance 

•  • 
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to  the  overall  goal  of  developing  a 
top-quality  digital  talking-book  system. 

Keeping  the  trains  running 

With  so  much  work  compressed  into  a 
short  period  of  time,  it  is  important  to 
keep  projects  running  on  schedule  so  that 
NLS  meets  its  2008  goal.  Baker  oversees 
and  coordinates  contractor  assignments. 
Her  job  is  to  ensure  that  they  plan  ade¬ 
quately,  deliver  high-quality  work,  and 
meet  deadlines.  Often,  she  facilitates  the 
flow  of  information  between  various  pro¬ 
ject  teams  enabling  projects  to  move 
smoothly,  dovetailing  where  necessary. 

“I  get  contractors  the  information  they 
need  and  I  help  them  prioritize.  But  much 
of  my  work  involves  coordinating  deci¬ 
sions  and  ensuring  that  things  get  done,” 
notes  Baker.  “It’s  gratifying  work  be¬ 
cause  it’s  helping  to  build  a  digital  talk¬ 
ing-book  system  that  will  satisfy  the 
information  and  recreational  needs  of 
many  thousands  of  blind  and  physically 
handicapped  readers  for  many  years.” 

Keeping  track  of  the  various  activities 
assigned  to  contractors  and  subcontrac¬ 
tors  and  monitoring  their  workflow  re¬ 
quires  multitasking  and  organizational 
skill.  It  also  involves  a  strategic  under¬ 
standing  of  the  digital  project’s  various, 
interrelated  pieces  and  what  is  needed  to 
move  them  forward.  With  a  law  degree 
from  the  University  of  Oregon  School  of 
Law,  advanced  courses  in  information 
sciences,  and  a  wealth  of  contract  man¬ 
agement  experience,  Baker  has  the  skill 
and  determination  to  bring  the  project  to 
fruition. 

The  successful  completion  of  the  digital 
talking-book  system  ultimately  comes 
down  to  teamwork  between  NLS  and  its 
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contractors.  The  digital  contract  coordina¬ 
tor  works  hard  to  maintain  strong  work¬ 
ing  relationships  between  NLS  and  its 
outside  experts. 


Laying  the  groundwork 

In  addition  to  coordinating  current  efforts, 
the  digital  contracts  coordinator  must  also 
lay  the  groundwork  for  future  work.  Cur¬ 
rently,  Baker  and  her  colleagues  are  in  the 
process  of  coordinating  the  writing  of 
two  requests  for  proposals  (RFPs)  to  ob¬ 
tain  contractors  to  manufacture  the  digital 
talking-book  player  and  the  cartridge. 

The  process  involves  identifying  the 
right  skills  for  the  job  and  requires  con¬ 
siderations  from  major  concepts  to  minute 
details  in  constructing  the  RFP.  Various 
teams  are  working  together  to  write  the 
draft,  including  staff  from  Battelle,  the 
NLS  digital  team,  the  Library  of  Con¬ 
gress’s  contracting  office,  and  the  Office 
of  General  Counsel.  Battelle  must  ensure 
that  its  designs  for  the  player  and  car¬ 
tridge  are  conveyed  fully  and  exactly,  and 
that  all  the  issues  involved  in  manufactur¬ 
ing  the  design  are  factored  into  the 
request. 

“As  we  think  about  a  new  technology 
and  moving  toward  the  future,  we  need  to 
exercise  caution  and  do  plenty  of  research 
to  make  sure  that  we  find  good  craftsmen 
to  build  the  digital  system,  ”  says  Baker.

NLS  completes  preliminary 
design  review  of  player, 
cartridge,  and  mailing 
containers 

Good  design  is  often  the  result  of  good 
planning  and  evaluation.  The  National  Li¬ 
brary  Service  for  the  Blind  and  Physically 
Handicapped  (NLS),  Library  of  Congress, 
has  gone  to  great  lengths  to  ensure  its  de¬ 
signs  for  the  digital  talking-book  player 
and  cartridge  and  their  mailing  containers 
are  fully  functional  when  built.  One  major 
component  of  this  ongoing  effort  is  the 
preliminary  design  review,  during  which 
NLS  evaluates  all  design  components  to 
be  sure  that  they  meet  the  requirements 
for  usability,  portability,  and  durability. 
This  review  is  necessary  before  the  test¬ 
ing  and  analysis  of  functional  prototypes 
can  begin.  During  the  June  2006  review, 
NLS  approved  all  system  designs  and 
granted  permission  to  move  forward  with 
functional  prototypes. 

“NLS  is  pleased  to  have  successfully 
completed  the  preliminary  design  re¬ 
view,”  says  NLS  director  Frank  Kurt 
Cylke.  “This  is  an  exciting  development 
that  indicates  the  design  process  is  on  tar¬ 
get  and  that  we  are  prepared  to  develop 
functional  prototypes,  advancing  NLS 
closer  to  realizing  a  fully  digitized  talk¬ 
ing-book  program  in  2008.” 

Design  review 

The  review  team  included  NLS  staff 
and  representatives  from  Battelle  and 
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Human  Ware.  Throughout  the  review  pro¬ 
cess,  all  worked  to  ensure  that  designs 
translate  into  functional  prototypes  that 
operate  correctly  and  are  user-friendly. 

To  that  end,  NLS  examined  a  variety  of 
issues  during  the  review,  such  as  usabil¬ 
ity.  The  team  evaluated  cartridge  design 
for  ease  of  handling  and  insertion  and 
they  assessed  the  adequacy  of  the 
print/braille  labeling.  Tactility  and  shape 
of  the  player’s  buttons,  and  other  mark¬ 
ings  were  also  examined. 

When  analyzing  designs  for  the  mailing 
containers,  the  team  demanded  plans  that 
would  allow  for  the  production  of  proto¬ 
types  capable  of  withstanding  extreme 
temperature  and  other  adverse  conditions 
caused  by  shipping,  weather,  and  other 
uncontrolled  situations. 

The  preliminary  design  review  follows 
multiple  rounds  of  user  needs  testing,  pa¬ 
tron  usability  testing,  and  refinements  to 
the  DTB  system. 

NLS  digital  contracts  coordinator  Alice 
Baker  is  pleased  that  the  review  was  suc¬ 
cessful  and  that  the  designs  were  satisfac¬ 
tory  and  on  target.  “All  the  hard  work  and 
months  of  effort  have  yielded  a  design 
that  can  be  built  and  tested  with 
confidence.”

Moving  forward 

With  the  design  review  complete,  NLS 
moves  forward  with  the  next  stage  of  the 
process:  production  of  functional  proto¬ 
types.  Battelle  is  currently  charged  with 
the  task  of  manufacturing  prototypes  for 
50  players,  90  cartridges,  and  150  car¬ 
tridge  containers. 

During  this  multiple-phase  process,  en¬ 
gineers  will  finalize  the  design  drawings 
and  build  the  prototypes.  At  the  same 


time,  they  will  test  player  circuit  boards, 
USB  connectors,  and  speaker  components 
to  determine  which  will  work  best. 

To  assess  durability,  prototypes  will  be 
tested  in  simulated  real-world  scenarios. 
They  will  be  dropped  from  varying 
heights  onto  a  range  of  surfaces, 
scratched,  spilled  on,  and  subjected  to 
temperature  extremes — all  to  ensure  that 
the  equipment  will  be  able  to  withstand 
daily  wear  and  tear  when  they  come  off 
the  production  line.  Other  prototypes  will 
be  treated  more  gently,  tested  in  the  less 
extreme  conditions  of  patrons’  homes. 

NLS  expects  to  receive  the  first  proto¬ 
types  in  September,  but  the  pre-produc¬ 
tion  stage  of  the  design  process  does  not 
commence  until  November,  when — after 
more  usability  testing — NLS  will  be  fully 
prepared  to  conduct  the  critical  final  de¬ 
sign  review.  This  is  the  last  review  prior 
to  building  preproduction  prototypes.

Functional  prototype 
usability  tests  successful 

The  National  Library  Service  for  the 
Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped  (NLS), 
Library  of  Congress,  has  completed  initial 
usability  testing  on  functional  prototypes 
for  the  digital  talking-book  player  and 
flash  memory  cartridge.  In  September, 
twenty-six  patrons  from  the  Library  for 
the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped  in 
Rocky  Hill,  Connecticut,  conducted 
hands-on  examinations  of  the  functional 
prototypes.  The  tests  were  designed  to 
evaluate  how  well  the  machine  meets  pa¬ 
tron  requirements.  All  participants  were 
pleased  with  machine  performance,  pro¬ 
viding  NLS  clearance  to  advance  to  the 
next  stage  of  development. 

“Our  patrons’  positive  evaluation  is  an 
encouraging  validation  of  the  design  at 
this  stage.  The  feedback  received  from 
these  tests  will  keep  development  of  the 
digital  player  moving  in  the  right  direc¬ 
tion,”  says  Frank  Kurt  Cylke,  NLS 
director. 

Both  blind  and  physically  impaired  pa¬ 
trons  of  various  ages  and  abilities  partici¬ 
pated  in  the  usability  tests.  To  collect 
useful  and  accurate  data  about  machine 
performance,  the  testing  took  place  in 
real-life  settings  where  reading  would 
typically  occur.  Users  evaluated  the  ma- 
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chine  in  diverse  environments,  including 
their  homes,  retirement  centers,  and  at  the 
library.  Patrons  with  physical  challenges 
evaluated  the  machines  at  the  Trace  Re¬ 
search  and  Development  Center  in  Madi¬ 
son,  Wisconsin,  where  they  subjected 
players  to  tests  similar  to  those  conducted 
by  blind  users. 

“Children,  teens,  adults,  and  seniors 
with  both  advanced  and  basic  skills  were 
all  accounted  for  during  testing.  Some  pa¬ 
trons  evaluated  functional  prototypes  for 
basic  players,  while  others  examined  the 
more  intricate  features  of  the  advanced 
machine,”  notes  Connecticut  regional 
librarian  Carol  Taylor,  who  recruited 
participants  for  the  usability  tests. 

Functional  design 

A  product’s  functionality  and  its  ease-of- 
use  are  often  affected  by  its  design.  To  as¬ 
sess  how  functional  the  prototype’s  de¬ 
sign  was,  participants  evaluated  a  range 
of  player  features.  The  player’s  obvious 
navigation  features — for  example,  the 
longer  you  hold  the  fast-forward  button 
the  further  you  move  ahead  in  the  book — 
added  to  ease-of-use,  as  did  the  tactile 
buttons  and  color-coding  design  features. 

As  patrons  usually  read  on  their  own, 
NLS  was  interested  in  how  easy  the  play¬ 
ers  were  to  operate  without  outside  assis¬ 
tance.  For  that  reason,  participants 
received  only  braille  and  large-print  in¬ 
struction  cards.  If  they  encountered  chal¬ 
lenges,  users  could  access  audible  help 
through  the  player’s  key  identifier  func¬ 
tion,  which  narrates  the  actions  of  each 
button  as  it  is  pressed.  Overall  patrons  en¬ 
countered  no  major  problems  operating 
the  machine  on  their  own. 


According  to  Jeff  Witt,  the  National 
Federation  of  the  Blind’s  program  man¬ 
ager  for  accessibility  issues,  who  directed 
this  round  of  tests,  patrons  were  ulti¬ 
mately  pleased  with  the  functional  proto¬ 
type’s  performance  and  were  confident 
that  the  machine  met  their  needs. 

Moving  ahead 

Armed  with  important  patron  feedback, 
NLS  will  make  any  necessary  refinements 
to  the  functional  prototype  before  con¬ 
ducting  a  second  round  of  usability  tests 
in  February  2007.  Once  NLS  is  satisfied 
with  the  prototype,  it  will  develop  a 
preproduction  prototype  that  will  resem¬ 
ble  the  final  digital  talking-book  machine. 
Following  further  tests  and  refinement  to 
the  preproduction  prototype,  the  digital 
talking-book  player  and  cartridge  will 
head  to  the  final  stage  of  the  process — 
production. 

Praise  profile 

NLS  continues  to  receive  positive,  unso¬ 
licited  feedback  on  the  digital  talking- 
book  player  and  cartridge  from  both  pa¬ 
trons  and  regional  libraries.  Here  is  the 
latest  noteworthy  comment  NLS  would 
like  to  share:  “The  high  contrast  of  the 
machine  and  the  cartridge  and  the  bright 
colors  of  the  buttons  will  be  an  instant  hit 
with  our  seniors.  We  finally  have  a  design 
that  appears  to  be  simple,  practical,  and 
easy  to  use,  with  all  the  necessary  options 
but  without  the  confusing  complexity  cre¬ 
ated  by  the  options  and  layout  of  the 
C-l.”

NLS  forms  advisory 
committee  for  digital 
transition 

With  the  design  and  development  of 
digital  talking  books,  machines,  and 
containers  nearly  complete,  the  National 
Library  Service  for  the  Blind  and 
Physically  Handicapped  (NLS),  Library 
of  Congress,  is  planning  the  next  stage 
of  the  digital  project — implementation. 
Beginning  in  2008,  NLS  will  phase  in 
the  production  and  distribution  of  digital 
talking  books  and  players  while  phasing 
out  recorded  cassettes  and  C-l  analog 
talking-book  machines.  NLS  has  organ¬ 
ized  the  Digital  Transition  Advisory 
Committee  to  advise  the  process  during 
its  pivotal  first  three  years.  The  com¬ 
mittee,  made  up  of  consumer  represen¬ 
tatives  and  regional  and  state  librarians, 
will  meet  for  the  first  time  on  January  30, 
2007,  in  Washington,  D.C.,  to  discuss  key 
issues. 

“We  have  reached  an  important  point 
in  the  digital  project.  Our  focus  is  shifting 
from  design  and  development  to  produc¬ 
tion  and  distribution,”  said  Frank  Kurt 
Cylke,  NLS  director.  “We  are  eager  to 
get  digital  audiobooks  into  the  hands  of 
our  patrons.” 

The  advisory  committee  will  serve 
three  primary  purposes.  First,  it  will  be  a 
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channel  for  informing  user  groups,  the 
network  of  cooperating  regional  libraries, 
and  state  librarians  about  NLS’s  plans  for 
distributing  digital  talking  books  and 
players.  Key  stakeholders  will  thus  know 
what  to  expect  when  implementation 
begins.  Second,  committee  participants 
will  review  distribution  plans  to  ensure 
that  no  significant  considerations  are 
overlooked.  Finally,  members  will  offer 
new  and  emerging  ideas  for  improving 
the  transition  process. 

This  Digital  Transition  Advisory 
Committee  succeeds  the  Digital  Long- 
Term  Planning  Group,  which  was  tasked 
with  advising  NLS  on  the  design  and 
development  process  for  digital  talking 
books  and  players.  The  planning  group 
completed  its  assignment.  The  advisory 
committee  will  help  to  move  the  tran¬ 
sition  process  forward. 

The  fourteen-member  committee 
includes  consumer  representatives  from 
the  American  Council  of  the  Blind,  the 
Blinded  Veterans  Association,  and  the 
National  Federation  of  the  Blind.  Region¬ 
al  librarians  representing  the  Midlands, 
Northern,  Southern,  and  Western  Confer¬ 
ences  and  a  representative  from  the 
Consortium  of  User  Libraries  will  also 
serve  on  the  committee.  Additionally,  the 
group  includes  six  state  librarians  from 
different  parts  of  the  country. 

Taking  the  lead 

Carolyn  Sung,  chief  of  the  NLS  Network 
Division,  will  chair  the  advisory  commit¬ 
tee.  The  Network  Division  offers  direct 
service  and  support  to  NLS’s  network  of 
cooperating  libraries.  Because  it  main¬ 
tains  regular  contact  with  the  libraries,  it 


is  the  most  logical  choice  for  channeling 
communication  about  the  digital 
transition. 

“The  role  of  the  Network  Division  is 
ultimately  to  help  librarians  to  do  their 
work  and  to  provide  them  with  the 
resources  they  need,”  said  Sung.  “Our 
goal  is  to  ensure  that  librarians  nation¬ 
wide  continue  to  be  informed  about  the 
transition  so  that  they  can  adequately 
prepare  to  provide  digital  offerings  to 
patrons  in  2008.” 

The  Network  Division  has  been 
engaged  in  the  digital  project  from  the 
beginning.  Steve  Prine,  assistant  chief  of 
the  Network  Division,  serves  on  NLS’s 
Digital  Audio  Development  (DAD)  exec¬ 
utive  committee,  which  has  focused  on 
the  development  of  the  player  and  car¬ 
tridge,  and  he,  along  with  Sung,  will  be 
presenting  relevant  issues  to  the  imple¬ 
mentation  committee  at  the  inaugural 
meeting. 

Implementation  issues 

The  advisory  committee  will  be  presented 
with  a  full  progress  report  on  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  digital  player,  cartridge,  and 
container.  The  state  of  the  digital  book 
download  project  and  other  automation 
concerns  will  also  be  addressed.  The  main 
focus  of  the  meeting,  however,  will  be  to 
discuss  distribution  plans. 

After  the  transition  period  in  2012, 

NLS  will  revisit  the  distribution  system 
issues.  The  organization  will  consider 
whether  to  continue  mass-duplication  of 
all  digital  titles  or  adopt  a  hybrid  system, 
in  which  the  most  popular  titles  will  be 
mass  produced  and  less  popular  titles  will 
be  duplicated  on  demand.  The  cost  of 
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digital  duplication  is  expected  to  decrease 
steadily  over  the  next  years,  and  imple¬ 
mentation  of  a  hybrid  system  may  not  be 
cost-efficient  by  20 1 2 . 

Among  the  transition  issues  to  be 
discussed  at  the  advisory  committee 
meeting  are  book  and  player  distribution, 
shelving,  duplication,  circulation  system 
modifications,  machine  distributing  and 
monitoring  issues,  and  copy  allotment. 

According  to  Prine,  successful 
implementation  across  the  network  is 
based  on  librarians  fully  understanding 
the  new  dynamics  and  processes  asso¬ 
ciated  with  the  digital  program.  “The 
digital  transition  will  be  a  complex  pro¬ 
cess,  but  we’re  confident  that  with  ade¬ 
quate  preparation  the  implementation 
will  be  seamless,”  noted  Prine.

NLS  submits  request 
to  fund  digital  transition 

As  the  digital  transition  project  progresses 
toward  its  2008  initiation  date,  the 
National  Library  Service  for  the  Blind 
and  Physically  Handicapped  (NLS), 
Library  of  Congress,  is  pursuing  its  plan 
for  a  successful  launch.  A  formal  funding 
request  has  been  submitted  to  Congress 
by  the  Library  of  Congress  to  support  a 
four-year  transition  plan.  NLS  has  re¬ 
quested  $76.4  million  to  support  the 
production  and  distribution  of  digital 
talking  books  (DTBs),  digital  players, 
flash-memory  cartridges,  and  containers. 
If  approved,  funds  will  be  disbursed  in 
four  equal  increments. 

“This  funding  request  is  based  on  the 
thorough  research  and  analysis  of 
projected  costs  by  NLS  experts,  our 
consultants,  and  contractors  working  on 
the  digital  program.  Careful  assessment 
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of  the  upcoming  stages  of  the  program  led 
to  the  conclusion  that  $76.4  million  will 
be  required  to  support  the  transition 
through  completion,  ensuring  little  dis¬ 
ruption  in  service  to  patrons,”  said  Frank 
Kurt  Cylke,  NLS  director.  “We  are  hope¬ 
ful  that  our  request  will  be  met  so  that  we 
may  successfully  achieve  the  project’s 
goals.” 

The  digital  project,  in  progress  for 
more  than  a  decade,  will  update  talking- 
book  technology  by  replacing  cassette 
books  and  players  with  flash-based  digital 
talking  books  and  players.  Three  main 
factors  spurred  the  transition  to  digital — 
improved  patron  service,  patron  expect¬ 
ations,  and  cassette  obsolescence.  Digital 
talking  books  will  greatly  enhance  the 
reading  experience,  offering  users  crisper, 
clearer  audio;  significant  navigation  capa¬ 
bilities;  and  greater  convenience.  The 
new  players  are  lighter  and  smaller  and, 
in  95  percent  of  cases,  one  cartridge  will 
hold  a  complete  book.  Finally,  NLS  is 
moving  toward  digital  because  analog 
technology  has  become  outdated,  and 
cassettes  and  player  parts  are  increasingly 
expensive  and  difficult  to  locate.  Unlike 
the  cassette  player,  the  digital  player 
contains  no  moving  parts,  making  it 
more  reliable  and  less  susceptible  to 
mechanical  failure. 

Benefits  of  digital  technology 

Digital  technology  offers  multiple  ben¬ 
efits!  The  player’s  smaller  and  lighter 
frame  makes  the  machine  more  portable 
and  provides  patrons  more  options  in 
where  they  choose  to  read.  The  machine 
is  also  user-friendly,  because  of  the 
shape,  tactility,  and  color  markings  of  the 


player’s  buttons;  the  ease  with  which 
cartridges  may  be  inserted  and  ejected; 
and  optimal  audio  help  features.  This  last 
function  enables  patrons  to  access  audio 
instructions  on  machine  use  at  the  touch 
of  a  button,  allowing  them  to  read  inde¬ 
pendently.  Equipped  with  an  extended- 
life  battery,  the  digital  player  also  runs 
longer — approximately  sixteen  hours — 
and  is  more  cost  efficient  for  NLS  to 
maintain  and  repair.  The  flash  platform 
can  be  easily  adapted  for  use  by  basic, 
advanced,  and  download  users. 

Readers  are  likely  to  enjoy  the  digital 
talking  book’s  superior  audio  quality.  The 
system’s  improved  navigation  capabilities 
will  offer  patrons  greater  control  over  the 
reading  process.  The  digital  talking-book 
cartridge  can  sustain  a  surprising  degree 
of  abuse  and  still  continue  to  function 
efficiently.  Furthermore,  once  a  title  is  no 
longer  in  high  demand,  cartridges  may  be 
reloaded  and  recirculated  with  no  degra¬ 
dation  in  sound  quality  or  performance. 

To  ensure  that  the  digital  player  meets 
the  needs  of  its  users  and  to  guarantee 
compliance  with  intellectual  property  law, 
NLS  has  chosen  to  provide  a  player  built 
to  its  own  specifications. 

The  digital  player  and  flash  cartridge 
are  based  on  open  standards  developed 
by  the  National  Information  Standards 
Organization  (NISO)  so  that  NLS  can 
obtain  products  from  a  number  of  sources 
instead  of  a  single  provider,  ensuring  that 
the  devices  are  always  available.  While 
the  system  complies  with  open  standards, 
it  adheres  to  a  legislated  special  format  to 
protect  its  intellectual  property. 

The  digital  machine  also  has  the 
advantage  of  being  significantly  more 
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durable  than  the  cassette  player,  resulting 
in  a  longer  lifespan.  Built  to  endure  rough 
handling  and  transit  through  the  mail 
system,  even  three-foot  drops,  the  player 
also  features  easy-to-clean  surfaces  so  it  is 
easy  for  patrons  to  maintain  and  may  be 
reissued  over  its  long  lifespan. 

The  player’s  controls  facilitate  use  by 
both  blind  and  physically  handicapped 
readers.  The  buttons  are  easy  to  discover 
and  appropriately  sized.  In  most  cases  the 
shape  denotes  their  function  and  they  are 
labeled  in  both  print  and  braille. 

> 

Digital  production  and  distribution 

Taking  the  digital  player  from  concept  to 
manufacturing  was  a  team  effort.  NLS  has 
engaged  the  expertise  of  industry  leaders 
in  product  design  and  develop-  ment  and 
in  the  fields  of  blindness  and  physical 
disability  research  to  ensure  the  best 
player  for  our  users.  The  process  has 


involved  extensive  user  testing  of  the 
player’s  hardware  and  software. 

As  the  digital  talking-book’s  design  and 
development  stage  draws  to  a  close,  NLS 
is  planning  for  the  production  and 
distribution  phase.  Over  the  course  of  four 
years,  NLS  will  phase  out  cassette  books 
and  players  as  it  phases  in  digital  talking 
books  and  digital  players. 

In  2008,  NLS  will  initiate  production  of 
flash-memory  machines  as  well  as  du¬ 
plication  and  distribution  of  digital  talk¬ 
ing-book  cartridges.  From  2009  to  2010, 
NLS  will  increase  production  of  digital 
books  while  continuing  to  provide  some 
cassette  titles.  NLS  will  stop  producing 
cassette  books  entirely  in  201 1.  NLS  plans 
to  produce  enough  digital  titles  and 
players  between  2008  and  2011  to  sustain 
the  digital  program  without  service 
disruptions.

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Weighing  only  2  pounds,  the  new  digital 
talking-book  machines  are  smaller  and 
lighter  than  current  cassette  players.  The 
tactile  buttons,  color-coded  and  shaped  to 
facilitate  user  ease,  are  just  one  feature 
that  will  enhance  reading  pleasure.  The 
basic  model  varies  only  slightly  from  the 
advanced  version,  which  includes 
additional  buttons  for  the  ad-  vanced 
navigation  functions.  The  flash  cartridge 
will,  in  95  percent  of  cases,  hold  an  entire 
book,  reducing  the  number  of  moving 
parts  to  keep  track  of.

and  the  Saturday  Evening  Post.  Today, 
the  magazine,  popularly  known  as  “the 
Ziegler,”  is  read  by  individuals  in 
ninety-one  countries.

Journal  Frangais  merges 
with  France- Amerique 

In  April  2007,  the  monthly  French- 
language  publication  Journal  Frangais 
merged  with  the  biweekly  newspaper 
France- Amerique.  Current  subscribers  to 
Journal  Frangais  will  continue  to  receive 
the  revamped  publication,  France- 
Amerique,  every  two  weeks. 

France- Amerique  features  French  news 
analysis,  trends,  interviews,  book  and 
film  reviews,  travel  advice,  gastronomy, 
resources  on  French-language  skills,  and 
information  on  the  French- American 
community  in  the  United  States.

Network  libraries  prepare 
for  distribution  of  digital 
talking  books  and  players 

With  the  launch  of  digital  talking  books 
and  players  less  than  a  year  away,  the 
National  Library  Service  for  the  Blind 
and  Physically  Handicapped  (NLS), 
Library  of  Congress,  is  preparing  the 
network  of  cooperating  libraries  for  the 
transition.  The  Digital  Transition 
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Advisory  Committee,  established  to 
advise  NLS  and  to  help  communicate 
distribution  plans  to  librarians  and 
patrons,  is  playing  an  important  role  in 
the  preparations.  The  group  met  for  the 
first  time  on  January  30-31  to  discuss 
the  draft  transition  plans  and  develop 
methods  of  informing  the  network 
agencies  about  them. 

“NLS  wishes  to  ensure  network 
libraries  have  all  the  resources  necessary 
for  a  successful  digital  conversion,”  says 
NLS  director  Frank  Kurt  Cylke.  “The 
recent  meeting  provided  an  invaluable 
opportunity  to  inform  committee  mem¬ 
bers  about  current  distribution  plans,  seek 
their  advice,  and  address  challenges 
libraries  may  face  as  they  begin  distribut¬ 
ing  players  and  circulating  digital  audio¬ 
books.” 

The  funding  factor 

The  committee,  which  succeeds  the 
Digital  Long-Term  Planning  Group, 
examined  a  range  of  issues.  Following 
presentations  on  the  current  transition 
budget,  the  digital  transition  time  line, 
and  the  status  of  digital  talking-book 
development,  the  committee  considered 
how  resource  availability  at  the  time  of 
implementation  might  affect  libraries. 
More  specifically,  the  group  discussed 
how  individual  library  funding  will 
impact  book  and  player  distribution, 
shelving  options,  title  duplication, 
circulation  system  modifications,  and 
digital-book  copy  allotment. 

Due  to  technical  and  cost-related 
factors,  NLS  has  altered  its  original  plans 
for  digital  audiobook  distribution.  Instead 
of  immediately  implementing  a  hybrid 
model — mass  producing  popular  titles 


while  duplicating  low-demand  titles  on  an 
as-needed  basis — NLS  has  determined  to 
mass  duplicate  all  digital-book  titles.  An 
efficient  hybrid  system  is  not  yet  feasible 
because  effective  duplication-on-demand 
technologies  are  as  yet  insufficiently 
refined,  and  diverse  library  circulation 
systems  would  be  unprepared  to  sustain 
the  disruptions  duplication-on-demand 
implementation  would  be  likely  to  entail. 
NLS  plans  to  revisit  hybrid-system 
development  concepts  once  fill  mass- 
duplication  implementation  has  been 
accomplished — approximately  three  to 
five  years  after  the  primary  system  has 
been  launched  and  adjusted. 

The  committee  also  discussed  copy 
allotment  issues.  The  cost  of  flash- 
memory  cartridges,  which  is  likely  to 
drop  significantly  during  the  next  several 
years,  will  play  a  key  role  in  determining 
the  number  of  copies  of  individual  titles 
available  to  libraries  throughout  the 
transition.  After  some  discussion,  the 
committee  agreed  that  possible  temporary 
copy  allotment  reductions  could  probably 
be  offset  through  careful  management  of 
such  variables  as  declining  cartridge 
costs,  cartridge  recycling,  the  use  of 
interlibrary  loan,  and  perhaps  some 
innovative  short-  term  centralized  storage 
strategies. 

The  NLS  equipment  control  officer 
briefed  the  Digital  Transition  Advisory 
Committee  on  NLS  policies  concerning 
digital  talking-book  machine  distribution. 
National  readership  levels  will  determine 
the  number  of  players  each  regional 
library  will  receive.  Regional  libraries 
will  decide  how  to  allot  players  to 
subregional  libraries. 
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As  for  player  distribution  to  patrons, 
veterans  and  Ten-Squared  Talking-Book 
Club  members  (those  readers  100  years  of 
age  and  older)  will  receive  first  consider¬ 
ation.  Beyond  these  priorities,  each 
network  library  must  establish  its  own 
lending  policies. 

Other  issues  the  committee  addressed 
included  the  learning  curve  associated 
with  operating  new  technology,  the  need 
to  develop  a  tracking  system  to  ensure  the 
safe  return  of  the  digital  devices,  digital- 
book  shelving  requirements,  future 
digital-book  download  capabilities, 
digital  magazine  format,  distinguishing 
advanced  from  basic  players,  and  demon¬ 
strating  the  new  players  at  2008  consumer 
conventions.  The  group  agreed  to  revisit 
each  topic  in  detail  m  the  coming  months. 

Transition  communication 

In  addition  to  discussing  the  challenges 
libraries  may  experience  during  imple¬ 
mentation,  the  committee  looked  at 
effective  ways  by  which  network  library 
staff  could  be  kept  up  to  date,  on  transition 
developments.  Because  funding  and  tech¬ 
nology-related  factors  will  affect  player 
distribution  throughout  the  transition,  it  is 
especially  important  to  keep  libraries 
apprised  of  changes  throughout  the  pro¬ 
cess.  The  committee  proposed  various 
communication  efforts  to  facilitate  the 
flow  of  information.  These  included  on¬ 
line  instruction  and  discussion  sessions 
and  a  communication  plan  to  supplement 
the  Flash  newsletter. 

Communication  with  patrons  was  an 
important  issue  for  the  group.  Members 
were  particularly  concerned  with  how  to 
address  misconceptions  patrons  may  have 
regarding  production  and  allocation  of 

•  •  • 
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digital  players — a  process  that  will  occur 
over  a  four-year  period  beginning  in 
2008.  NLS  agreed  to  the  committee’s 
request  to  circulate  the  current  digital 
transition  time  line  among  libraries  and 
patrons.  The  committee  further  decided 
to  share  this  information  with  patrons 
through  local  communication  channels. 

NLS  Network  Division  chief  and 
committee  chair  Carolyn  Sung  said  that 
“the  central  goal  is  to  get  the  new  talking 
books  and  players  into  our  patrons’  hands 
as  efficiently  as  possible.  Flexibility  and 
open  communication  channels  are  fund¬ 
amental  to  making  that  happen.” 

Finally,  the  committee  considered  how 
to  inform  patrons  of  digital  title  availabil¬ 
ity.  After  some  discussion,  the  group 
agreed  that  the  current  method  of  an¬ 
nouncing  new  cassette  titles — through 
listings  in  the  bimonthly  patron  publi¬ 
cation  Talking  Book  Topics — should  be 
supple-  mented  with  a  special  notation  to 
indicate  the  availability  of  the  books  in 
digital  format. 

Moving  ahead 

At  the  end  of  the  first  Digital  Transi-  tion 
Advisory  Committee  meeting,  NLS  was 
better  equipped  to  move  forward  with  two 
distribution-related  projects.  During  the 
upcoming  prelaunch  test,  patrons  selected 
by  eight  regional  librar-  ies  will  test  pro¬ 
totypes  of  the  digital  talking  books  and

players.  Also,  NLS  will  examine  digital 
copy  allotment  of  older  book  titles.  Both 
projects  will  ensure  that  distribution  plans 
stay  on  course.

Library  of  Congress  marks 
the  end  of  an  era  and 
embarks  on  another 

Last  analog  cassette  player  produced, 
ushering  in  a  digital  era 

February  17,  2007,  was  a  historic  day  for 
the  National  Library  Service  for  the  Blind 
and  Physically  Handicapped  (NLS), 

Library  of  Congress,  as  it  produced  its 
last  cassette  book  machine  (CBM). 

During  a  ceremony  held  on  March  1 , 

2007,  in  Blue  Earth,  Minnesota,  Telex 
Communications,  Inc.,  presented  NLS 
with  the  milestone  C-l  player — the 
1,248,1 13th  unit  manufactured  by  the 
company  since  1983.  This  event  marks 
the  end  of  the  analog  machine’s  success¬ 
ful  era  and  signals  NLS’s  foray  into  the 
production  and  distribution  phase  of 
digital  talking  books  (DBs)  and  players. 

“Analog  audiocassette  and  cassette- 
book  machine  technology  has  been  the 
backbone  of  the  NLS  system,  but  it  is 
outdated  and  nearing  the  end  of  its  useful 
life,”  said  Frank  Kurt  Cylke,  NLS 
director.  “Our  patrons  have  heightened 
expectations  of  service  improvements, 
especially  those  who  are  tech  savvy. 

Their  expectations,  along  with  the  im¬ 
pending  obsolescence  of  key  elements  of 
analog  technology,  warrant  the 
conversion  to  a  digital  system.” 

The  CBM  has  proven  popular,  reliable, 
and  useful  to  generations  of  talking-book 
readers.  Since  1969,  1.5  million  CBMs 
have  been  manufactured  and  distributed 
to  more  than  25  million  NLS  patrons. 
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These  machines  were  designed  to  play 
audiocassettes  recorded  at  15/16  inches 
per  second  on  4-track  tapes,  allowing  up 
to  six  hours  of  playback  time  per  cassette. 
Throughout  the  machine’s  existence,  NLS 
has  continuously  enhanced  the  machine’s 
functionality.  However,  recent  advances 
in  digital  technology  promise  to  further 
improve  the  patron  experience. 

Spare  parts  purchase 

Despite  the  digital  transition,  NLS  will 
continue  to  support  the  needs  of  cassette 
book  readers.  CBMs  will  remain  in 
circulation  throughout  the  transition 
period  until  digital  titles  and  players  are 
fully  integrated. 

“Though  production  of  the  CBM  has 
ceased,  NLS  will  continue  to  provide 
CBMs  from  our  existing  inventory  and 
cassette  audiobooks  to  our  patrons  during 
the  transition  to  digital  talking  books  and 
players,”  said  Michael  Katzmann,  chief, 
Materials  Development  Division.  “The 
use  of  CBMs  will  decline  rapidly  with 
the  introduction  of  the  digital  player; 
however,  we  expect  some  patrons  to 
continue  using  CBMs  beyond  2012.” 

CBMs  will  be  needed  for  patrons 
wishing  to  read  audiobooks  that  have  not 
been  converted  to  digital.  Additionally, 
some  people  will  prefer  using  familiar 
technology.  To  ensure  ongoing  availabil¬ 
ity  of  CBMs  through  2011,  the  full  tran¬ 
sition  period,  NLS  invested  nearly  $5.6 
million  in  spare  parts  to  repair  CBMs  as 
needed.  NLS  researched  and  analyzed 
the  repairs  made  over  the  past  several 
years  to  determine  which  parts  would 
be  needed  to  keep  CBMs  functioning 
through  2011.  The  spare  parts  purchased 
— mostly  rubber  parts  and  playback 


heads — will  be  used  for  routine  repairs 
needed  to  keep  the  CBMs  in  working 
order. 

In  total,  sixty-six  different  types  of 
parts  were  purchased  to  repair  up  to 
575,000  machines.  These  parts  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  last  as  long  as  the  current  life 
cycle  of  the  C-l  player,  which  is  estimat¬ 
ed  at  ten  years.  C-l  No.  1248113,  the  last 
CBM  manufactured,  is  expected  to  be  in 
service  until  the  digital  transition  is 
complete. 

Moving  forward 

With  CBM  manufacturing  past,  NLS  is 
fully  focused  on  producing  and  distrib¬ 
uting  digital  talking  books  and  players. 
Flash-cartridge  procurement  has  already 
started  and  will  be  followed  by  flash- 
cartridge  production  and  duplication.  In 
August,  NLS  expects  to  begin  manufac¬ 
turing  the  initial  lot  of  DB  containers  and 
labels.  This  is  the  last  step  prior  to  full 
player  procurement.

Digital  talking-book 
transition  provides 
opportunity  to  reassess 
collection  building  for 
Library  of  Congress 
patrons 

As  the  National  Library  Service  for  the 
Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped  (NLS), 
Library  of  Congress,  progresses  towards 
the  transition  to  digital  talking  books,  the 
Collection  Development  Section  is  taking 
the  opportunity  to  reassess  the  collections 
and  revisit  the  principles  that  have  guided 
book  acquisition  for  the  past  seventy-five 
years.  Although  the  collection  develop¬ 
ment  policy  may  be  revised,  the  standard 
of  service  will  remain  constant,  with  NLS 
dedicated  to  providing  the  best  possible 
resources  for  its  patrons. 

Each  year,  the  NLS  Collection  Devel¬ 
opment  Advisory  Group  convenes  to  as¬ 
sess  the  state  of  the  collections  and  to 
consider  opportunities  for  improvement. 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  May  23-25, 

2007,  meeting,  the  group  presented  NLS 
with  recommendations  to  strengthen  its 
collections  and  also  commended  the  orga¬ 
nization  for  its  ongoing  commitment  to 
enhancing  its  patrons’  reading  experience. 
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“As  we  proceed  with  the  digital  transi¬ 
tion,  the  Collection  Development  Section 
will  continue  to  host  this  annual  meeting 
to  ensure  that  our  collections  remain  cur¬ 
rent  and  relevant  to  our  patrons.  It’s  a 
great  forum  for  discussing  ways  to  im¬ 
prove,  expand,  and  diversify  our  offer¬ 
ings,”  says  NLS  director  Frank  Kurt 
Cylke. 

NLS  has  always  responded  to  patrons’ 
comments  and  suggestions,  and  the  Col¬ 
lection  Development  Advisory  Group 
was  instituted  in  1977  to  provide  a  formal 
annual  method  for  obtaining  advice  from 
around  the  country.  The  group  consists  of 
four  network  librarians,  four  readers-at- 
large,  a  children  and  young  adults  librar¬ 
ian,  and  a  representative  from  each  of 
three  consumer  organizations — the  Amer¬ 
ican  Council  of  the  Blind,  the  Blinded 
Veterans  Association,  and  the  National 
Federation  of  the  Blind.  The  advisory 
group  advocates  for  the  preferences  and 
concerns  of  patrons. 

The  three-day  meeting  began  with  an 
introductory  orientation  to  educate  the 
group  about  current  issues  in  book  selec¬ 
tion  and  production  and  to  provide  a  gen¬ 
eral  overview  of  NLS  operations.  Follow¬ 
ing  a  day  and  a  half  of  discussions  of  pa¬ 
tron  concerns,  the  committee  members 
presented  their  findings  to  the  NLS  direc¬ 
tor  and  staff  in  an  open  forum.

A  job  well  done 

The  committee  commended  NLS  for  sev¬ 
eral  aspects  of  its  service,  including  its 
ongoing  progress  with  the  digital  initia¬ 
tive  and  its  effectiveness  in  communicat¬ 
ing  information  about  this  project  to  its 
constituents.  Members  further  commend¬ 
ed  NLS  staff  for  preserving  classic  titles

— both  fiction  and  nonfiction — as  they 
move  through  the  digitization  process. 

The  group  was  impressed  by  the  pro¬ 
gram’s  ongoing  commitment  to  providing 
adult  reading  materials,  books  for  juve¬ 
nile  reading  programs,  and  continuing  to 
complete  series  in  genre  fiction. 

Collection  recommendations 

Spanish- speaking  readers  are  an  impor¬ 
tant  audience  to  the  program,  and  NLS 
plans  to  produce  more  books  to  reach 
this  growing  constituency.  The  committee 
recommended  that  NLS  continue  to  pro¬ 
duce  Spanish-language  books,  but  with  a 
changed  emphasis  from  literary  fiction  to 
nonfiction  works  about  self-help,  personal 
investment,  citizenship,  and  family  activi¬ 
ties.  NLS  strongly  agrees  with  this  recom¬ 
mendation  and  plans  to  broaden  the 
Spanish-language  collection. 

The  committee  recommended  that 
NLS  develop  an  ongoing  survey  in  print, 
audio,  and  braille  formats  to  assess  read¬ 
ers’  current  needs  and  preferences.  NLS 
concedes  that  more  information  will  be 
needed,  particularly  in  light  of  the  digital 
audiobook  market.  NLS  staff  want  to 
know  how  the  proliferation  of  audio  ma¬ 
terials  from  both  commercial  and  pub¬ 
lic-sector  sources  may  affect  patrons’ 
reading  decisions,  and  in  what  ways,  if 
any,  the  expanding  options  should  impact 
NLS  collection-building  policies. 

The  committee  also  suggested  that 
NLS  increase  the  use  of  tactile  graphics 
in  braille  books,  especially  in  children’s 
titles.  Thanks  to  the  technological  advan¬ 
ces  in  braille  production  methods,  NLS 
will  be  able  to  include  more  tactile 
graphics — such  as  maps,  depictions  of 
animals,  stars,  and  planets,  and  other  ob- 
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jects  that  lend  themselves  to  tactile  repre¬ 
sentation — in  braille  books. 

In  response  to  the  committee’s  recom¬ 
mendation  to  expand  the  diversity  of  the 
collection  by  using  alternative  bestseller 
lists  as  part  of  the  title-selection  process, 
NLS  plans  to  consult  lists  from  more 
diverse  publications,  such  as  Essence 
magazine,  in  order  to  offer  titles  that 
are  consistent  with  the  backgrounds  of 
its  patrons. 

Children’s  books  also  offer  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  extending  the  program’s  reach. 
The  committee  recommended  that  the 
NLS  Kids  Zone  web  page  inform  users 
about  the  availability  of  children’s  bibli¬ 
ographies  from  cooperating  regional 
libraries.  Additionally,  the  committee 
recommended  that  the  NLS  children’s  li¬ 
brarian  develop  additional  bibliographies 
for  Kids  Zone.  NLS  considers  bibliogra¬ 
phies  to  be  useful  to  young  readers  and  is 
currently  moving  forward  with  plans  to 
broaden  the  Kids  Zone. 

“The  2007  Collection  Development 
Advisory  Group  meeting  was  a  model  of 
civility,  good  judgment,  and  constructive 
criticism  that  was  greatly  appreciated,” 
says  Edmund  O’Reilly,  acting  head  of  the 
Collection  Development  Section.  “The 
group’s  suggestions  will  be  carefully  con¬ 
sidered  and  will  guide  us  in  our  efforts  to 
reexamine  our  collection-building  pre¬ 
cepts.  The  participants  identified  a  num¬ 
ber  of  interesting  possibilities  for  the 
future,  and  we’ve  already  begun  imple¬ 
menting  some  of  their  recommendations.” 

In  preparation  for  the  digital  launch, 
NLS  has  selected  20,000  retrospective  ti¬ 
tles  to  be  produced  for  four  years.  Many 
of  the  titles  will  be  available  when  NLS 
initiates  the  service  in  2008.

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Library  of  Congress 
prepares  digital 
talking-book  systems 
contracting  schedule 

The  National  Library  Service  for  the 
Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped  (NLS), 
Library  of  Congress,  has  made  substantial 
progress  in  engaging  production  contrac¬ 
tors  for  the  digital  talking-book  (DB) 
system,  thus  moving  the  transition  closer 
to  fruition.  NLS  is  in  various  stages  of 
contracting  for  production  of  the  digital 
player,  flash  cartridge,  flash  cartridge 
container,  and  the  player  shipping  con¬ 
tainer.  All  four  efforts  are  essential  to 
implementing  the  digital  system. 

A  progress  report 
Digital  talking-book  machine 

NLS  is  currently  in  the  final  stretch  of 
preparing  a  request  for  proposals  (RFP)  to 
identify  a  manufacturer  to  produce  digital 
players.  The  player  must  be  built  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  technical  data  package  that  out¬ 
lines  all  materials  specifications  and  soft¬ 
ware  requirements.  The  technical  data 
package  will  be  available  this  August.  At 
that  time,  NLS  will  release  an  RFP.  Pro¬ 
posals,  which  will  be  accepted  for  one 
month,  will  be  assessed  on  multiple  crite¬ 
ria,  including  cost,  manufacturing  ap¬ 
proaches,  and  how  well  required  design 
specifications  are  met.  NLS  expects  to 
award  a  contract  for  player  production  in 
late  2007. 

“Issuing  the  player  RFP  will  be  a  ma¬ 
jor  advancement  in  our  digital  transition,” 


says  Michael  Katzmann,  chief  of  the 
Materials  Development  Division.  “It  is 
imperative  that  we  intensively  evaluate  all 
proposals  to  be  sure  that  we  make  the 
award  to  a  responsible,  reliable,  and 
capable  contractor.” 

Before  the  player  is  mass  produced,  it 
will  go  through  pilot  and  prelaunch  tests. 
During  the  pilot  stage,  two  hundred  proto¬ 
types  will  be  produced  and  tested.  One 
hundred  prototypes  will  be  tested  by  con¬ 
sumers.  Of  those,  fifty  machines  will  be 
tested  by  patrons  at  the  Connecticut  State 
Library  for  the  Blind  and  Physically 
Handicapped  in  Rocky  Hill.  Another  fifty 
will  be  assessed  by  participants  in  the 
current  NLS  Internet  download  pilot  pro¬ 
gram.  Additionally,  one  hundred  proto¬ 
types  will  undergo  internal  testing  by 
experts  in  NLS’s  Quality  Assurance  Sec¬ 
tion.  Testing  will  evaluate  whether  the 
machine  meets  all  required  technical 
specifications.  Necessary  modifications 
will  be  implemented  as  needed. 

When  the  contract  is  awarded  for 
player  production,  one  hundred  machines 
will  be  used  as  a  baseline,  while  five 
thousand  units  will  be  used  for  wider, 
prelaunch  testing.  Those  exams  will  as¬ 
sess  the  production  line  and  quality  con¬ 
trol  processes,  as  well  as  component 
supply  chain  procurement  process.  Test¬ 
ing  will  occur  at  eight  regional  libraries 
across  the  United  States — southern  Cali¬ 
fornia,  Florida,  Iowa,  Massachusetts, 
Missouri,  New  York  City,  Texas,  and 
Utah.  Blind  and  physically  handicapped 
users  will  intensely  examine  the  players 
and  recommend  any  needed  changes. 

Mass  production  will  begin  approxi¬ 
mately  three  months  after  prelaunch 
testing. 
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Flash  cartridges 

NLS  is  also  close  to  producing  flash  car¬ 
tridges.  In  late  June,  an  RFP  was  issued 
for  the  manufacture  of  flash  cartridges. 
NLS  has  determined  the  physical  dimen¬ 
sions  of  the  cartridge,  but  the  contractor 
will  be  responsible  for  creating  the  inter¬ 
nal  design  to  meet  the  functional  require¬ 
ments.  NLS  accepted  proposals  through 
mid- July.  Over  the  next  few  months, 

NLS  will  evaluate  the  proposals  and 
select  a  contractor. 

Contracting  progress  has  also  been 
made  on  the  flash  cartridge’s  container. 
NLS  has  identified  a  contractor  to  pro¬ 
duce  the  containers.  Battelle,  the  lead 
design-phase  contractor,  has  transferred 
the  design  plans  to  the  contractor.  In 
March  2008,  NLS  plans  to  produce  an 
initial  batch  of  container  prototypes.  The 
containers  will  undergo  extensive  usabil¬ 
ity  testing  in  April  2008  to  ensure  they 
hold  up  in  transit.  Testing  will  consist  of 
actual  long-distance  mailing.  NLS  will 
evaluate  the  usability  test  results  and  im¬ 
plement  any  modifications  that  are  need¬ 
ed.  By  May  2008,  NLS  expects  to  initiate 
full  production  of  the  cartridge  container. 

'  Patrons  will  benefit  from  the  flash  car¬ 
tridge  container’s  functional,  yet  sleek  de¬ 
sign.  Battelle  worked  with  NLS  to  final¬ 
ize  the  flash  cartridge-container  specifica¬ 
tions  during  recent  engineering  and  criti¬ 
cal  design  reviews.  The  container  is 
similar  to  the  cassette  container,  though 
slightly  longer  and  wider,  half  the  thick¬ 
ness,  and  blue  in  color.  The  container  is 
designed  to  hold  the  flash  cartridge  in 
one  position,  which  will  make  the  flash 
cartridge  easier  to  remove  and  replace. 
Straps  with  snap  fasteners  tightly  seal  the 
lid.  Both  features  will  prevent  the  flash 


cartridge  from  shifting  during  mailing.  A 
compartment  on  the  back  of  the  container 
will  securely  house  the  mailing  card,  on 
which  essential  information  about  the 
book  is  printed.  And  because  of  its  im¬ 
proved  durability,  it  will  be  able  to  with¬ 
stand  the  hazards  of  transit  and  hand  use. 

Player  shipping  box 

Another  important  piece  of  the  digital 
system  is  the  player’s  shipping  container 
or  box.  To  ensure  the  players  get  from  li¬ 
brary  to  patron  in  perfect  condition,  NLS 
will  produce  a  specially  designed  box  for 
the  player.  The  corrugated  cardboard  box 
will  be  durable  to  endure  several  transits. 
It  will  also  be  easy  to  open,  featuring  in¬ 
terlocking  flaps  that  fold  to  hold  the  play¬ 
er  securely.  The  flaps  will  pop  out  for 
easy  removal  of  the  machine.  As  the  play¬ 
er  manufacturer  will  produce  the  boxes  as 
well,  it  will  be  done  on  the  same  time  line 
as  player  production.  The  player  and  ship¬ 
ping  box  RFP  will  be  the  last  one  NLS 
issues  as  part  of  the  digital  system. 

“These  digital  system  contracts  are 
vital  to  the  successful  completion  of  the 
digital  transition,”  noted  Frank  Kurt 
Cylke,  NLS  director.  “As  the  momentum 
builds,  we’re  closing  in  on  the  day  in 
2008  when  we  can  place  digital  talking 
books  in  patrons’  hands.”

Patrons  test  digital  talking 
books  and  system 

The  National  Library  Service  for  the 
Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped  (NLS) 
recently  conducted  its  final  test  of  the  dig¬ 
ital  talking-book  system  with  patrons. 
User  comments,  which  are  now  assisting 
NLS  to  identify  areas  for  modification  be¬ 
fore  manufacturing  begins,  were  both 
positive  and  helpful.  .  • 

Fifty  blind  patrons  of  the  Connecticut 
State  Library  tested  a  mix  of  standard 
and  advanced  digital  talking-book  players 
and  the  system  over  a  three-week  period. 

“My  experience  testing  the  digital 
player  was  rewarding,”  said  Connecticut 
field  test  participant  Bruce  Woodward. 
“The  machine  was  easy  to  use  and  light¬ 
weight.”  Participants  also  appreciated  the 
players’  compact  size,  speed,  pitch  resto¬ 
ration,  the  ability  to  index,  and  the  book¬ 
mark  feature,  which  allows  readers  to 
pick  up  reading  right  where  they  left  off. 

Advanced  players  were  tested  by  fifty 
patrons  from  the  NLS  download  pilot 
group.  Testers  appreciated  the  enhanced 
sound  quality,  tone,  volume  responsive¬ 
ness,  and  the  players’  variable  speed 
capability. 

“From  opening  the  box  to  downloading 
and  reading  that  first  book — all  was  intu¬ 
itive,  effortless,  and  fun,”  said  download 
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participant  Deborah  Kendrick,  an  Ohio- 
based  journalist. 

All  patrons  used  the  machines  in  every¬ 
day  settings  as  they  normally  would.  NLS 
has  now  collected  comments  and  sugges¬ 
tions  from  all  participants  and  is  evaluat¬ 
ing  results.

Consumers  and  network 
librarians  hear  digital 
implementation  plans 

Consumers,  network  librarians,  and  state 
librarians  who  serve  on  the  Digital  Tran¬ 
sition  Advisory  Committee  were  given 
demonstrations  of  the  new  digital  players, 
flash  cartridges,  and  duplication  equip¬ 
ment  when  they  met  at  NLS  Thursday, 
March  27,  and  Friday,  March  28. 

Senior  engineer  Michael  Katzmann 
demonstrated  production  models  of  both 
the  basic  and  advanced  players  and  talk¬ 
ing-book  flash  cartridges  so  that  each 
member  could  experience  the  players, 
features  and  instructions.  As  members  in¬ 
serted  cartridges,  the  players  announced 
machine  status.  When  they  pressed  keys, 
such  as  “rewind”  and  “fast-forward,”  the 
room  echoed  with  instructions.  Proposals 
for  manufacturing  the  player  and  flash 
cartridges  are  currently  being  evaluated 
and  an  award  is  expected  within  thirty 
days,  Katzmann  said.
